Truly, if Pierpont Morgan 


be a man who can thus awe the irre- 
pressible Qath, then the banker must be 
a terrible creature indeed, for Gatb ia 
not wont to regard any fellow creature 
with tbe slightest morsel of respect. 
However, the correspondent succeeded 
in getting the banker to talk, as some 
less noted correspondents have before 
him, but after tbe lion bad delivered

All this happened last year, and cir-

A CAT AND DOG TEASER. 


The Scheme <i*nii Oranec rounty Man With 


• fail of Milk Hud an Electric Hattrrj. 


"I've got a great scheme," said oil in- 


genious Orange county man. '' There's no 
patent on it oithor. It is just a cat and 
dog toaser, and it beats anything I ever 
ssiw for the purpose. I go' an old stove 
KIUC and laid it on the ground nKu the 
back do>ir. Then I put a. wooden bucket 
of milk on tho sine. In the kitehen I've 
gut a battery of two gallon cells and a 4 
inch coil, with a vibrating circuit break- 
er. One wire is connected to the zinc 
plate, and tho other terminates ma- piece 
of metal in the milk. You jusst ought to 
see the effect. A pat cornea along, smells 
the milk uud gees for it. She just 
touches the milk with her whiskers and 
looks puzzled when the slight, t mghng 
shock is felt. Then she returns to the 
attack and touches her tongue to the 
surface of the milk. Her hair rises then, 
and sho emits u yowl of rage or pain as 
she springs away from Iho pail and then 
turns to look back at it. I have seen the 
same cat take two shocks within as 
many minutes and then act as if t>hu 
Wanted to try it ugaiu, but didn't dare 
to.

It i« true that the longer Una 
tr.u-4-.s the steadier the plow will run, 
but if the laud side and point are long 
we may get i he team back where they 
can do a guod deal of lifting and still 
have the plow run bteadily. We should 
uhooso a hand plow with a short beam 
and a luiig bottom, in sulky plows one 
which is so arranged that both the bot- 
tom and side pressure is carried on 
wheels. 


Tho harder the moldboard of a plow 


the easier it will "scour," and the less 
friction there will be. Also tbe easier 
will it break if there are solid stones to 
be encountered. The same may be said 
of plowshares. 


When steel shares are used, and no 


stones are found, it is well to have the 
shares tempered hard by heating to dull 
rod after sharpening and plunging in 
water. If there are stones in the land, 
the shares should be softened by being 
allowed to cool slowly after sharpening. 
They will then be so soft that when they 
become dulled or buttered by rumrug 
against stones they may be sharpened 
iu the Hold by drawing out with a ham- 
mer and hand anvil 


When a plow is started without any 


trouble in the spring, it generally means 
that it v;:us given a coat of tallow when 
it was put in tho shed in tho fall. \Vhen 
we see a man sending valuable time in 
the spring hcuuriug a plow with a brick- 
bat, 
we wonder if ho is the same fellow 


who used it tho previous fall 


A Siiuplo Formal*. 


For that very large class of people 


who use tho bordeaux mixture on a very 
small scale a simple and easily remem- 
bered formula is a boon. Such a one is 
given by Thomas Greiuer in The Farm 
and Fireside: Ono pound of copper sul- 
phate, l pound of lime, 10 gallons of 
water. Dift-ohe the copper, slake the 
lime and make the mixture in the same 
way as for larger quantities. Just pour 
the milk or cream of lime into tho cop- 
per solution, stirring the mixture well 
all the time. 
If the lime is fresh, this 


formula provides for plenty of it, and 
the wholo is just about of proper 
strength. There will be some gritty sed- 
iment in tho lane. This we do not want, 
as it would elog the nozzle badly while 
spraying, so retain as much of this sed- 
iment as possible when pouring the lime 
into the copper solution. Finally strain 
thd wholo mixture. Just suspend a bag 
made of a piece of old fertilizer sack or 
of similar course cloth over or into the 
bstrrel that you wifh to fill with the 
mixture and ponr it in and through the 
simple strainer. 


Sp|H»ff Red Clover, 


For stall feeding in summer red clo- 


ver, by it.--elf, is probably better than any 
other fodder. It is an excellent crop to 
feed to dairy cuws, yielding a large mi Ik 
flow. Where it can bo used green in this 
way, 
as a soiling crop, it gives the best 


returns. Green clover contains 80 per 
cent of water, while good hay has only 
10 per cent, "fc thus takes over four tons 
of grass to make one tonof hay. There is 
always uiuiu or less luss in making it ii»*x> 
hay. The leaves form about one-fifth of 
tjiv) u hole produce, and are the most nu- 
tritive part of the plant Weight for 
weight the loaves have about tliree tinias 
as much albumen as the stem. They 
really form uhont one-third of the whole 
value of the crop. The leaves readily 
brpak and fall off during haymaking, 
and thus much of tho value of the crop 
may bo lost. When used for soiling, cut- 
ting should begin very early, and may 
be continued till late haying.—Prairie 
Fanner-

It has 
been most fcuccessfu1 in the southwestern 
counties.

About one-third was in a 
nounuinous country. At billings, 
oa the Yellow Stone river, we were 
wlttaln tlzty miles of the Uocky 
mouiitalns. In July their snow cov- 
ered tops looked to be about ten 
BAtlea on. 
We were not far from the 


National 
Park. The 
scenery 
in 


nearly all of Montana that we tra- 
versed nsjde Ohio, as far as we know 
It, seem like a very live country. 
Mr. Dottou got 2,000 sheep at 91 35 a 
head. 
Another thousand were in! 


the herd belonging to another man. 
Three of u» drove the sheep, and Mr. 
DoUon and bis family were in the 
meat wagon, which hauled the bed- 
ding, food, &c. 
Though we had a 


toot along, we did not pitch it all. 
but slept every night with the star* 
In our faces, camping out in full pic- 
nic style. When within fifty miles 
of Pierre, west on "the great Sioux 
reservation, now opened for settle* 
ment," we stopped with the flock 
and I was left to herd them alone 
nearly all the time. 
It was lonely 


business, when for week* at a time 
I aaw no living soul. A tent waa my 
only habitation, until into February, 
and though mercury was said to be 
below 20 degrees, and I was out all 
day with the sheep, I not only en- 
dured but enjoyed the climate and 
exposure. On the trips we shot an- 
telope, sage hens and jack rabbits, 
but in winter quarters ther? was lit- 
tle game to be seen. 
Coyotes were 


often near, but kept shy of a gun 
Just now I write from a sheep shear- 
ing camp. There have been eight to 
twelve shearers at work on a nock of 
about two thousand. Each 
man 


bends over his sheep, which is on the 
ground sitting between his knees, 
and the ordinary shearer clips from 
forty to bixtj sheep a day. 
Ex 


perls from the further west, shear a 
hundred a day or more. Such a thine 
as a pasture Is almost unknown. 
but sheep roam at their own sweet 
will with the herder and his 
There isn't a woman within fifteen 
miles of us here. The hotel where 
we board is called a shack, twelve by 
sixteen feet, made of small logs, with 
a dirt floor and a dirt roof. So we 
literally live under ground, or at 
least part of the time. Six or eight 
men sleep in a ten by twelve tent 
and some out of doors. The "old 
man" is cook, and serves us three 
times a day with bacon, beans, bread 
and dried apple sauce, tea and coffee. 
Jfo change in the bill of fare. Every 
man who has been in this country 
year Mad to learn to cook about the 
first thing; next he learns to ride if 
he doesn't know how. If he thinks 
he knows, be Is likely to get hold of a 
broncho that will show him he can't 
ride a little bit. 


I have not aome across the bad 


man of the west. Though many men 
carry revolvers, no one is In fear o 
them. I have not seen a revolver 
drawn on a man yet. 
We consider 


anyone within fifty miles a neighbor 
A stranger or acquaintance is expect 
ed to stop and eat if he arrives near 
meal time, or stay over night: and no 
charge is m&de, except on the main 
trail at the road ranch*, s. Life and 
property we as safe here *a anywhere 
In the east, and a man has only to 
behave himself half-decently to be as 
well treated here as any place oo 
earth. Evenings in camp the boys 
bave jolly times—singing, telling 
stories, joking, playing tricks 
or performing athletic feats, 
book or paper is read by everyone. 
Sheep herders, especially, arg great 
readers. 
One here has 
Gibbons' 


"Roman Empire," besides college 
books and novels in his grip sack, if 
not in his hand. So one likes that 
business unless be Js a great reader. 


About twenty miles from us are 


several different store* i» »s njany 
different directions, one being on the 
reservation, where about 1,000 Sioux 
Indians live near by. Ko one not 
acquainted with these nations seerns 
to know them properly. I have seen 
hundreds of Indians of 
different

stood the braiu of a great and masterful 
man. Be knew that his power, to be 
enduring, must rest upon something 
n»«*flritti and Uugible, and this some- 
thing he disoerued to be the prosperity 
of the people themselves. 


Brigham Youug was an organizer d 


prosperity. This was the real source oi 
his strength. He 'did not aim at mere 
temporary prosperity. Ou the contrary, 
he fought everything that tended to thai 
end, going to the length of actually for- 
bidding the opening of the rich mines in 
the mountain* uear at hand, because lie 
abhorred the spirit of speculation. He 
chose for the cornerstone of Iris state the 
principle of industrialism, arid that prin 
ciple lies there yet, at the base of a no- 
ble edifice of economic fact, reared by 
human toil and held firmly in place by 
the average prosperity of all who hai 
part in its building. If the great archi 
tect and the superintendents and fore- 
man who surrounded him enjoyed 
larger share of the profits than the work- 
men, 
it is also true that the humblest 


hewer of stone and carrier of mortar was 
paid in proportion to the importance o 
bis labors. And what fair mind can ob 
ject to an industrial system that yields j 
these results? 


So far as can be learned, Brigham 


Young had no previous knowledge of ir- 
rigation when he entered Salt Lake val- 
ley. He quickly realized that he had 
come to an arid country, which would 
be hopeless for agriculture unless arti- 
ficially watered. With marvelous percep- 
tion, he saw that irrigation wag uot n 
drawback, but au advantage of tlie most 
important sort. He realized that it 
meant freedom alike from the dangers of 
the drought and of the flood. He diKov-
